Chefter, July 31. 
Y Eſterday came here Mr. Herry Scardivile, one of the Frebends of Sr. Patrick's 


Dwblin, there being a Warrant againſt him, and ſeveral others of the Clergy, 

Iſſued by the Late King James. He made his Eicape, and fled to a place called 
Old Patrick, Nine Miles from Dablix, to one Mr. Corringtons, who, witn his Father 
In-Law, their Wives, and the ſaid Scardrvile, a Man-Servant, and an Old Man ( who 
undertook to be Pilot ) on Thurſday Morning laſt took a ſmall open Boar, and, God 
be praiſed, all Landed tafe on Saturday at Beaumorris in Wates. 

They ſay that the Late King, on Thuriday laſt was Seven-night, came to his Houſe of 
Lords, and having ſent for the Houſe of Commons, made a Speech co them, in which he 
acquainted them, That be expetied an Invaſion from England in 10 days, and that be muft 
Prorogue them, They deſired ewo days longer tinte to fit, bn he denied it ; whereupon 
he prorogued them til! the latter end of Ottober. 

| iately he ordered Warrants to be Ifſuzd againſt the principal Citizens and 
Clergy of Dublin, on pretence of ſome Diſaffection ro him There are iome in Cuſto- 
dy, iz. Lord Chief- Juſtice Keating, and Sir Fohn Davis, under a ſtrong Guard at their 
Houſes. Sir Humphrey Jervis, Thomas Crow Eiq, Fohn Weaver Eſq; Capt. Fitz-gerald, 
Alderman Switch, Alderman Billington, Alderman Aeay, and many more. Dr. King 
Dean of St. Parrick., Dr. Foy Miniſter of St. Brides, Mr. Fingl»s Miniſter of St. Andvews, 
and many more of the Clergy committed to Newgare.

The Proteſtants there, and in other Parts, live in a moſt miſerable 2nd ſad Condition, 
the little All they had left bzing taken from them by the Jr5ſh Papiits, and their Bodies 
thrown into Dungeons, &c. 

The Late King has Iſſued a Proclamation, Requiring all Proteſtants to bring in their 
Arms and Horſes, (theſe, to my knowledge, were taken from them five Months ago) and 
itany, of what ſort ſoever, be found with them, they are ro be left ro the mercy of the 
Soldiers, and the Diſcoverer to have 20 !. to be Levied of the Perion's Gocds. |
